The yoas and nays were called for shortly 
before 6 o'clock but the whips could scare 
up only a slim representation and the motion 
was defeated, 4 to 74 

The Liberal doctor from South Grey has 
entered upon @ vigorous camnpaign against 
drawbacks, Speaking in support of his 
motion he said that this was part of a fight 
he was going to wage to theend against the 
system, which was legislation in favor of the 
manufacturing clases against the masses, 
He dwelt at length upon the hardships he 
alleged the farmers suffered by reason of the 
Aiscrimination dealt with by his resolution. 

Mr, Corby quoted facts and figures to show 
that the rebate granted the distillers was very 
trifling, being only #800 in five years, and as 
a distiller be did not care whether it was 
abolished or not, But he fancied that the 
farmers would very decidedly object to such 
an extension as proposed, which would bring 
foreign corn into competition with our own 
coarse grains anf depreciate the value of the 
latter. 

Dr. Sproule followed, stating that this ac- 
corded with his experience as a practical 
farmer. Mr. McMillan of Efron and Mr, 
Fisher «6 oke in support of Dr. Landerkin's 
attack, 

Hon, Mackenzie Bowell made a vigorous 
defence of the drawback system. It was 
singular, he said, that tts defects were only 
now being talked of, for the systuim was no 
new thing but had been part of the statute 
law since before the gentlemen opposite were 
in power, The particular clause objected to 
had been reenacted in IS77 in the Consoli- 
Aated Customs Act. If the system was 50 
bad as represented he wondered that an ex- 
tension should be asked for, os was done in 
this motion, but he did not agree that the 
system was bad and thought that it might 
with advantage be extended. Canada oucht 
to be as liberal as the United States in this 
way,'so that bounties offered by that country 
might not give their manufacturers undue 
advantage over ours, Cannila’s policy was 
to so arrange her tariff as to induce manu- 
factures of every possible article in this 
country. 

Then the House divided with the result 
stated.

sugar—when it is boiled a few minutes 
and poured out into cakes or slates of 
three or four pounds each. When cool 
this becomes very hard, almost like rock 
candy. In feeding this it is placed on 
frames just over the cluster of bees, 
where they can have access to it at all 
times, When in this position it receives 
, the heat arising from the bees, and they 
' remain on it all the time. It is so hard 
that it will last them a long while. This 
candy may be given bees at intervals 
during winter, and colonies may be 
brought through in good shape that 
would have otherwise perished, This or 
any other work that is necessary to do 
} with bees in winter should be done on 
' wartn days, It will not do to molest 
them on acold way, but it should always 
| be done on days when the becs are 
flying.

‘WHO WOULD BE A KING? 


How Some of Rurope’s Crowned Heads 
Weartly Drag Through Life. 
The recent death of the king of Portu- 


/ gal reminds one that the emperors and 


kings of this earth are, taking them all 
round, @ very unhealthy and unhappy 
setof people. Such a thing as a jolly 
monarch, with a good digestion, is 
scarcely to be found. The cear suffers 
horribly from his nerves, and is at times 


| hypochondriacal,; the empress is as much 
| tortured by nerves as her husband, and 
| has long periods of intense prostration, 


Theemperor of Austria is healthy enough, 
but he is a aad man, for the empress has 
been during the last ten years a martyr 


' to sciatica and rheumatic fevers, and 


her mind has been affected to the extent 
of making her capricious, hysterical and 
melancholy. 

She belongs to that Wittelsbach fam. 
ily, in Whose blood there is a taint of in- 
sanity, Which broke out in King Louis 
of Bavaria, in the present King Otto and 
in the late Crown Prince Rudolph of 
Austria. The king of Wurtemburg, too, 
is more than half crazy,and King Milan 
of Servia must be added to the list of 
sovereigns whom nervosity renders well 
nih irresponsivle for their actions, In 
King Milan's case, as in the czar's and 
the sultan’s, the fear of assassination has 
been the main determining cause of 
mental disorder. The predecessors of 
all three were murdered, and the world 
does not hold three more wretched, night- 
mare haunted men than the czar, the 
Sultan Abdul I[amid and King Milan. 

The German emperor has some very 
distressing physical ailments. He has 
animpotent left hand, and he suffers 
from periodical suppurations of the left 
ear, which sometimes make him frantic 
with pain and afterwards dizzy from 
sleeplessness, The king of Spain is a 
baby, but his father, Alfonso XIL, 
ruined his constitution by excesses of all 
kinds and during the last year of his 
life could be kept going only by cham- 
pagne and opiates. The kingof Holland 
offers another example of a ruined con- | 
stitution, but the process of destruction | 
took longer with him than with Alfonso, 
for he had a stronger constitution to 
start with. Since his second marriage, 
however, the king of Holland has been 
an irritable invalid, admirably gttended, 
indeed, by his young wife, but always 
ailing, suffering, grumbling, and now he 
has sunk into dotage. The king of Italy 
sullers from a gustric derangement, 
brought on, as his doctors say, by too 
much smoking of rank tobacco of Vir- 
ginia, and he has to diet himself with 
milk, light broth and stewed fruits. 

The queen of England and the kings 
of Sweden, Denmark, Roumania, Grecce 
and Belgium. are the only sovereigns 
who can be said to enjoy the blessings | 
of the sound mind in the sound body, 
Leopold of Belgium, however, is lame, 
and King Charles of Roumania, though 


miserable by the nervous malady of his 
wife, Queen Elizabeth, who for a long 
time was - haunted by hallucinations 
which brought her to the verze of in- | 
sanity.

are very few persons whom—all politi- 
eal risks apart—an insurance company's 
physician would certify as having ‘‘first | 
class lives,” —Berlin Cor, New York Post.

ALL AROUND THE HOUSE. 


A Few Simple and Easily Made Decora- 
thone for the Holidays, 

Holly and mistletoe are the historic Chrtst- 
mas foliage, and they have established the 
colors for holiday decorations—green, white 
and red. Boughs and chains of cedar grace. 
fully festooned over cornices are very gener- 
ally used. Ground pine is exceedingly effect- 
ive, when it can be obtained. 

When holly berries for brightening up the 
green holiday trimmings are not procurable, 
a@ good substitute is rustic coral Melt two 
drachms of verimillion in an ounce of rosin 
and paint this over some pretty large twigs: 
bold them over a stove, turning them round 
till the varnish gets smooth, and you have an 
excellent substitute for the red berries 

To make festooning of evergreens, bave 
the evergreens cut into small twigs and lay 
them on tle floor where a stout cord is 
stretched out, thread a packing needle with 
small twine, and with this bind the twigs to 
the cord, making all safe and strong by occa 
sionally passing the twine through the cord. 
Work in your bolly in patches, so that the 
effect of the ruddy berries shall not be lost 
by sparseness, but in trimming with these 
leaf chains after they are woven, you had 
better erron the side of thinness, if at all 
Heaviness in such decoration is certain to be 
gloomy. 

Spider's webs of gold or silver wire intrc 
duced among the green are novel and quite 
pretty. 

A little glass or diamond powder sprinkled 
on here and there givesa beautiful frosted 
effect, but should not be within reach of 
children. 

Very much can te done with gold and sil- 
ver paint in getting up tasteful decorations. 
Pine cones and acorns (the latter tied ip 
bunches), gilded and silvered and used the 
same-as berries and searlet twigs, look well 

Devices associated with good luck and mer- 
riment are a bell, a wishbone, a horseshoe 
fashioned out of cardboard, covered with 
evergreen twigs and ornamented with clus 
ters of scarlct immartelles, 


Sugar Plams for the Molidays. 


For white cream candy, take one pint of 
boiling water aud two cupfuls of granulated 
sugar, Boil all together for twenty minutes, 
adding two tablespoonfuls of cider vinegar 
when it is put over the fire, Try it in cold 
water; if not brittle, boil a litue longer. 
Flavor with vanilla. Let it cool in a bat- 
tered pan, Then pull and eut into sticks 

For French vanilla creams, add to any 
namber of the whites of eggs the same bulk 
of cold water; Beat in confectioner’s sugars 
unti] stif? enough to mold into shapes with 
wetted fingers. Flavor with vanilla, Shape 
as you please and lay om plates, with waxed 
paper, if possible, 

For peppermints, turn half a cupful of 
boiling water upon two cupfuls of granulated 
sugar. Boil five minutes; stir in a table 
s}oonful of essence of peppermint; stip over 
the fire till thick, and then drop from a tea- 
spoon upon buttered paper to harden. 

For molasses candy, use one cupful of mo- 
lasses to one of suzar aml a piece of butter 
the size of an egg, with any flavor that is 
preferred. 


Cold Plam Pudding. 


Tho remains of Christinas plum padding 
may be broiled in slices or converted into 
fritters. But a very appetizing way of dis- 
posing of them is furnished by an odd Eng- 
lish recipa, Butter a deep dish or basin well 
and line ig with slices of cold plum pudding 
cut so as to fit exactly together, and press 
them against the dish so they will aghere and 
not be floated off. Then fill the digh witha 
good custard (thigkene! and allowal to c val) 
or with any sweet pudding mixture that is 
preferred, One pint of boiling milk paured 
upon twe ounces wd a half of arrow root, 
mixed smooth with a little cold milk, with 
the addition of four small egss, 4 little grat- 
ed lemon, two or three bitter almonds or any 
flavoring desired, makes a good mixture, 
Cover the pudding with slices of plum pud- 
ding, and bako nearly three-quarters of an 
hour in a very moderate oven,
